

Heart of East 
Greenwich 
regeneration 
a step closer

A MAJOR regeneration scheme in the 
heart of East Greenwich has come a step 
closer with the appointment of a new 
development partner. 

The council’s cabinet expects to shortly 
consider a report on the Heart of East 
Greenwich scheme on the former district 
hospital site. It is set to bring 645 new 
homes plus library, health and leisure 
centres, and a new Greenwich Council 
service centre, pending approval by 
Greenwich Council. 

Newly-appointed developers Hadley 
Mace will work with the Homes and 
Communities Agency (HCA), Greenwich 
Council and the Primary Care Trust to 
turn the plans into reality. 

There will also be two swimming pools, 
a public square, two doctors’ surgeries, 
a creche, shops and cafes, and a flexible 
workspace to support local creative 
industries. The homes will include flats, 
maisonettes and houses, for sale and 
rent, including homes for first-time 
buyers. 

The aim is to provide a range of homes 
that help to create a diverse community 
by catering for people at every stage of 
their lives. 

Previously the project has faced delays 
moving forward because of market 
conditions and the recession, and finding 
the right developer but the HCA say that 
it’s confident that the appointment of 
Hadley Mace marks a big leap forward 
and the aim is for work on site to begin

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'One year to go' weekend of fun 


GREENWICH Park, which will host the 
London 2012 equestrian events, and 
the spectacular new General Gordon 
Square in Woolwich, home of the Big 
Screen, will be the venues for a weekend 
of sport and entertainment to celebrate 
“One year to go!” to the London 2012 
Olympic and Paralympic Games. 
General Gordon Square has been closed 
since the autumn undergoing a major 
programme of refurbishment and will 
be re-opening next month providing a 
fantastic new space for watching sports, 
news and entertainment on the Big 
Screen and for community events 
People will be able to Get Active in the 
park on Sunday, July 24 - from 10am to 
6pm - by having a free go at a range of 


Olympic and Paralympic sports. They 
include athletics, fencing, gymnastics, 
cycling, judo, new age curling, table 
tennis, tae kwondo, trampolining. 

There will also be a climbing wall 
and Wii, as well as stalls with council 
information and advice. The Get Active 
in the Park event is now in its third 
year and is about inspiring people to try 
something new and get more active. 

One of the highlights in Woolwich will 
be the interactive game Swim Wenlock 
Swim on Saturday and Sunday, July 
23-24, involving the Olympic mascots. 
There will also be an inter-city 
competition with interactive games. 

The Big Screen will link Greenwich to 
nation-wide activities, including the 


Tate Movie project ‘The Itch of the 
Golden Nit’ from Trafalgar Square, 
created by thousands of children 
across the UK. 

Also on the Big Screen on Saturday 
afternoon will be David Puttnam’s epic 
film Chariots of Fire. Sunday’s action 
will be from llam-6pm and other 
exciting features will be announced in 
GT nearer the date. 

Cllr John Fahy, cabinet member for 
culture and Olympics, said: “It will 
be a fabulous free weekend for all the 
family as we celebrate one year to go 
until the Games come to London. I’m 
sure residents will plan their weekend 
and take in as many events from both 
venues as they can.”

New group pledges 
to protect elderly 


Council organises special launch event

WORLD Elder Abuse 
Awareness Day was 
marked in the borough 
last Wednesday (June 
15) by the launch of a 
new initiative to provide 
joined-up action to help 
vulnerable adults at risk. 

Representatives from 

voluntary organisations, the 
police, health and social care 
professionals, Greenwich 
Council, and the fire brigade 
and ambulance services came 
together in Charlton to talk 
about how to implement 
the newly-launched pan- 
London Adults Safeguarding 


Procedures in Greenwich. 

The aim is to help 
share information to cut 
bureaucracy and reduce 
misunderstandings 
leading to greater 
protection for adults at risk. 

The event was organised 
by the council and the 
Safeguarding Adults 

Multi-Agency Group, and 
was opened by Mayor of 
Greenwich Jim Gillman. 

“Safeguarding adults relies 
on us all coming together as a 
community in order to identity 
potential harm to our service 
users and carers,” said Cllr 
Gillman. “The launch of the 
pan-London Procedures will 
deliver a cohesive and shared 
framework for safeguarding 
adults, which will improve 


our ability to support service 
users and their carers.” 

The event included the 
showing of films that 
highlighted individual cases 
and the need for community 
groups and agencies to work 
together to protect vulnerable 
adults at risk in the community. 

Cllr Peter Kotz, the council’s 
cabinet member for adults and 
older people, who also spoke 
at the event, said community 
groups were often on the 
front line, interacting with 
the local community, and 
were an essential support 
to the work of statutory 
agencies such as the council, 
health service and police. 

“We have seen and heard 
some hard-hitting and real 
examples of adult abuse 


which can potentially exist in 
any community. We have also 
seen some examples of how we 
can work together to ensure 
the safety of our residents 
and families,” he said. 

He added: 

“Interventions were not 
always of a grand scale but 
relied on the cooperation 
and commitment of the 
whole community to bring 
about positive change. 

“In today’s sometimes 
fragmented society we must 
continually work together to 
be vigilant, supportive and 
aware of the actions to take 
to protect those around us.”

in the autumn. The first phase of 
homes and community facilities are 
due to be ready by the end of 2013 and 
the entire development is expected to 
be completed in 2016. 

Greenwich Council leader Chris 
Roberts said: “It is great news for 
Greenwich that this scheme is moving 
forward. The Heart of East Greenwich 
Scheme is a key part of the council’s 


drive to ensure residents have access 
to quality homes and modern services 
in first-class buildings. This scheme 
will see the revival of a part of 
Greenwich which also looks forward 
to the arrival of a cruise liner terminal 
in time for 2012 followed by a hotel. 
Residents, visitors and businesses will 
all benefit from the major regeneration 
of this part of the borough.” 


PUPILS at Charlton Manor Primary 
School are getting egg-cited about 
rearing hens - and learning more 
about the age-old riddle of the chicken 
and the egg while they’re at it. 

The school has hatched six chickens, 
and had a large coop for them built in the 
school garden. 

The move follows the buzz of excitement 
that went round Charlton Manor 
last year when pupils started selling 
honey produced by their own bees. 
They installed two hives with about 
60,000 bees in their school garden, and 
it became so successful that they were 
able to pack the honey into jars and sell 
it from the school shop - at £4 a pot. 

The latest venture came about after 
teaching assistant Suzan Arshan collected 
some fertilised eggs and hatched six of 
them successfully. She raised the chicks 
and then brought them into school. 

Head teacher Tim Baker told GT: “The 
chickens are a great addition to our garden 
and the school community. They are 
yet another educational opportunity for 
our pupils who will discover where food 
comes from and the importance of local 
produce. We hope to be able to provide 
eggs to parents and the local community.” 
Pupils currently work with school 
gardener Jo Sparks three days a week in 
the school garden, planting such crops as 
tomatoes, daffodils and lettuces. 

Mr Baker added: “The children will 


also be given the job of looking after the 
chickens alongside Jo. We believe that 
this will teach our pupils responsibility 
and teach them to have respect for 
animals.” 

The pupils themselves are truly ‘egg- 
cited’ at sharing their playground with 
the hens. Heather Chuk, aged 10, said: 
“We love having chickens at Charlton 
Manor, they are friendly and funny.” 
And Bharat Pandey, also 10, said: “The 
chickens have helped us to understand 
where eggs come from, and I am hoping 
my parents will be able to get some of the 
eggs from the school to eat at home.” 

While the chickens are settling in, the 
schoolis still sellingits £4j ars of honey from 
the school shop called ‘Sweet Pickings.’ 
Their honey was the centre of a special 
project about producing and selling 
honey. Pupils designed their own labels 
for the honey jars, and put together some

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Borough team 
bows out with a 
victory to savour

THERE was just one game to go after 
a disappointing day in Regents Park. 
Heads were down after three defeats 
and a goalless draw. 

The Greenwich 7-a-side football team 
at the London Youth Games tournament 
for children with moderate learning 
difficulties badly needed a lift. 

Manager Richard Buerckner did his 
stuff with a rousing team talk as teacher 
assistant/coach Danny Wright went over 
the finer points of pass-and-move. 

“Let’s go home with a smile on our faces, 
not a frown!” boomed Mr Buerckner. “It’s 
all about attitude! Teams can beat you 
but they can’t stop you trying your best!” 

It worked wonders. Haringey looked 
strong and did most of the attacking - 
but Greenwich defended doggedly with 
goalkeeper David Turner making one 
incredibly brave save and defender Kris 
Muir painfully blocking a certain goal. 

Then, from Aaron Clarke’s “assist”, 
12-year-old Archie Whitelock produced 
an amazing header out of nowhere to win 
the match 1-0. Suddenly everyone was 
buzzing and wishing they could start the 
day again. 

Talented Leon Jeffers - scorer of the only 
other Greenwich goal - was Greenwich’s 
main man and the team was completed 
by consistent Callum Mitchell and David 
Livermoore, who stepped into the breach 
manfully after going along just to hold 
the oranges. 

The Greenwich players all came from 
Moatbridge secondary school in Eltham, 
where Mr Buerckner has taught for nine 
years. He’s also taken the Greenwich 
team for the last four years to earn his 
Youth Games spurs. 

Mr Buerckner said: “When these boys 


are playing as a team and enjoying their 
football, that’s when they play well. In 
that final game they showed how good 
they can be and I’m delighted for them.” 

The seven-minute matches involving 30- 
odd boroughs were played on 12 pitches on 
a day that veered from balmy to blustery. 
Referees like Ioana Muzuran - who was 
“26 and a week!” - did a wonderful job in 
keeping everything to schedule. 

Over on pitch 11, the Greenwich girls 
- all from Plumstead Manor secondary 
school - were also adding to the adage that 
it’s not the winning, it’s the taking part. 

They started with a 5-0 win without 
scoring a goal. Newham, their first 
opponents and a fellow Olympic host 
borough, failed to show and missed the 
joy of taking part. 

After that there was loads of effort and 
lots of near misses for Greenwich, but 
not a goal to show for it. Unluckiest girl 
was Christine Waller, whose excellent 
shot whizzed past the Hammersmith and 
Fulham keeper - and the post. 

Ever-smiling Mariam Shoyemi worked 
wonders in goal and Zoe Green was a 
stalwart of the Greenwich defence. 

“The girls were brilliant, worked really

Greenwich Council has signed up to the London Cycle 
Challenge competition and has issued an invite to residents 
and workers of the borough to join its team. 

The month-long cycle challenge started last Saturday (June 
18) and runs until July 15. Teams from across the capital 
are entering the competition to see which team can cycle the 
most miles in a month. 

Locals can either sign up to join the council’s team or 
create their own team. The competition is free to enter and 
all you have to do is sign up at tfl.gov.uk/cyclechallenge 
(search for Greenwich Council or create your own team). 

You can then start logging your miles until Friday, July 15. 

It’s free to enter and is a great reason to hop on your bike.

Students flock to college’s pro lessons 



TOP stars from the world 
of basketball have been 
working with young peo- 
ple at the newly-opened 
Crown Woods College in 
Eltham, and encouraging 
them to take up the sport. 

Professional coaches Ashley 
Thomas, Steve Morgan 
and Joel Moore have been 
running taster sessions 
during curriculum time, and 
also coaching after school in 
the newly-formed basketball 
club that meets on Thursday 
evenings. 

They have been massively 
impressed by the college’s 
amazing new sports hall on 
the campus in Bexley Road.

weekends and school holidays. 

After going to view it Ashley 
and Joel agreed they wanted to 
set up a basketball club based 
at college and use its facilities. 

Ashley, who lives in 
Greenwich and plays for the 
Met Police Trident team, told 
GT: “We had 50 youngsters 
aged 12-18 for the latest 
Thursday evening session, so 
there’s a very big interest in 
basketball here. 

“It shows that if you provide 
the right facilities the sport 
will flourish. The sports hall 
gives them a place where they 
can develop both their skills 
and as people. We are also 
trying to engage the girls as 
well, so that they develop a 
love of the sport, and we are 
starting specialist training for 
them.” 

Joel, a former captain of the 
GB basketball team, said: “We 
see Crown Woods as the hub 
of basketball in Greenwich 


and we want to make this 
beautiful building a centre of 
excellence. 

“We have a lot of good 
athletes here from Years 7 
to 11, and they are definitely 
the stars of the future. Here, 
we can develop the children’s 
talents because they are 
already encouraged by the 
excellent facilities. 

“Coaches like us are good 
role models because they 
encourage children to stay at 
school and get their exams. At 
this age you just want them 
to get their skills right and 
develop. We would also like to 
go into primary schools and 
develop some basic basketball 
skills there, so that when 
the children go to secondary 
school they will already have 
a link to basketball.” 

And Steve, a retired 
basketball professional, 
added: “The taster sessions 
are going really well and 


we are getting a very good 
turnout on Thursday 
evenings.” 

The students who went 
along to the taster sessions 
confirmed that they are 
already getting bitten by the 
basketball bug. 

Dilan , 14 told GT: “I enjoyed 
training with my friends and 
the coaches were really nice 
to us. Even if we weren’t doing 
too well, they were pushing 
us to work harder and harder 
to achieve our goals. It will 
really give our team the boost 
we need.” 

Julie Taylor, director of 
sport and community at 
the college, said: “We want 
to encourage all the young 
people to take part in a sport, 
and having professionals here 
like these basketball coaches 
is a very effective way of 
doing it.

YOUNGSTERS got on their 
feet to help smash a world 
record last week. 

Pupils from seven Greenwich 
schools including Christ Church 
and Montbelle primaries joined 
hundreds of schools across the 
country to break the walking 
bus record. 

Road safety charity Brake has 
undertaken the walking bus 
event annually since 2006 and 
each time attempts to break its 
own world record. 

A ‘walking bus’ is a chaperoned 
group of schoolchildren who 
walk to or from school together 
in much the same way a school 
bus would drive them. 

The Christ Church School bus 
of 170 pupils walked more than 
a mile on June 15. They joined 
605 schools and a total of 125,000 
children nationwide to break 
the world record set last year, 
and to raise awareness of road 
safety. 

Head teacher at the school in 
East Greenwich, Anne Cooper 
said: “We are doing this to 


promote road safety, and with 
heavy traffic in the morning, it 
is a high priority for families.” 

The pupils walked from their 
school on Commerell Street 
to the Maritime Museum on 
Trafalgar Road and back. Older 
children also took part to mentor 
the younger children. Eleven- 
year-old Elbe Brookes said: “It’s 
important to be sensible when 
walking near a road.” 

Pal Sarih Ozoji, also 11, added: 
“We are teaching the younger 
ones to not run off and always 
cross at the green man.” 

As well as being an eco-friendly 
alternative to the school run, 
it is a much needed exercise in 
raising awareness of the need 
for better road safety.

“Schools all over England are hitting the 
streets,” said Jane Howard, Montbelle’s 
school travel plan co-ordinator. 

“Walking to school is our priority,” she 
added. “We try to promote walking to school, 
cycling and part walking. Over 70 per cent of 
our children do come from our catchment 
area so that’s an encouragement to walk.” 

Raising the profile of road safety among 
the whole school community and the local 
neighbourhood has been the main aim, 
along with a healthier environment if there 
are fewer cars in the school area. 

“Feedback from parents has been very 
good and our community policeman, Mr 
Lennon, is also involved,” said Jane. 

The children themselves entered fully into 
the spirit of the day on two circuits of the 
school. 

Even the nursery children joined in by 
marching around the school playground. 

Six-year-old Bethan told GT: “If you run 
into the road and don’t look left and right, 
you’ll get run over. So drivers have got to 
drive slower.”

Scores of events took place across the 
country during National Carers’ Week 
from June 13-19. 

Now Greenwich Council is reminding 
carers in the borough get help and 
support in their caring role. 

Many carers miss out on extra weekly 
income because they do not know they 
can claim. 

You can ring Greenwich Council’s 
Welfare Rights Service on 020 8921 6375 
(or 18001 020 8921 6375 for textphone 
users) for a free benefits check to find 
out if you or the person you are looking 
after are missing out on extra help or for 
a copy of a ‘Benefits for carers’ leaflet. 

Over 350 carers contacted the service 
last year, and extra benefits were 
identified for more than half of them, 
resulting in an extra £570,000 in total. 

The main benefit for carers is Carer’s 
Allowance but there is a range of other 


benefits and payments that may be 
claimed. Carers in part-time work may 
be able to get Carer’s Allowance if their 
earnings (after some deductions) do not 
exceed £100 a week. 

Carers with higher earnings may still 
be able to claim other benefits, depending 
on their circumstances. 

There is also a range of other services 
to support carers in Greenwich. These 
include: 

• Greenwich Carers Centre, a service 
for all carers living in Greenwich, 

or who care for someone living 
in the borough. Contact them 
on 020 8301 8677 or visit www. 
greenwichcarerscentre.org for more 
information. 

• Greenwich Council’s website, which 
includes detailed information about 
services for carers. Just visit www. 
greenwich.gov.uk and select ‘Benefits 
and Grants’ and then ‘Carers’. You can 
also contact the Welfare Rights Team 
using an online enquiry form. 

• Greenwich Council provides a full 


range of other services for carers, for 
example, if you provide substantial 
care for someone else, you can ask for 
a carer’s assessment. This will look at 
help you need in your caring role. You 
may also be able to get support to set 
up an emergency plan for the person 
you care for. Contact the council on 
020 8921 2304 for more information. 

• Some carers can claim a Council Tax 
discount if they are looking after a 
disabled person who lives with them. 
Not all carers qualify, but it’s worth 
checking in case you do. For more 
information ring the council on 020 
8921 4147 or visit www.greenwich.gov. 
uk and select ‘Council and Democracy’, 
‘Council Tax’ and then ‘Discounts’. 

• Jobcentre Plus provides extra 
support for carers who want to move 
into paid employment. In some cases 
this can include funding for respite care 
while the carer undertakes training - 
ring 0845 604 3719 and ask for a carers 
appointment at your local office. 
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Last chance 
to go back to 
school 

THERE’S a poignant walk down Memory 
Lane in store for former pupils of 
Thomas Tallis School in Kidbrooke on 
Sunday, July 3. 

The school is being completely rebuilt 
as the second of the borough’s Building 
Schools for the Future school rebuilding 
project. Once the new school opens 
in November, the old building, which 
opened in 1973, will be bulldozed. 

Before it disappears, former pupils are 
being invited to go back and see it for 
the last time. The July 3 celebration 
event will include four hour-and-a-half 
sessions, each catering for pupils from 
the different decades - beginning with 
the 70s, followed by the 80s, the 90s and 
the Noughties. It begins at 11am and 
runs until 5pm. 

“It will be the last chance for former 
pupils to come back and see the building 
before it is demolished and turned into 
playing fields,” said Jean Cripps, the 
teacher coordinating the event.

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Mums and dads are doing it for themselves 


E nterprising parents have 
taken over the management of 
a playgroup rather than see it close 
down. 

The Glyndon Under 5s Play Centre 
was set to close when Greenwich 
Council had to cease funding because 
of government budget cuts. The 
council offered its support to parents 
who volunteered to run it and the 
centre has continued to run. The play 
centre on Elmley Street, Plumstead, 
had been running for about ten years 
and opened from 12. 30-3. 30pm from 
Monday to Friday including school 
holidays. 

Mum-of-three Cathryn Melani helped 
to set up a new management team of 
parent volunteers when devastated 
parents said there was nowhere else 
for them to go. 

She told GT: “At first we were 
really angry and a lot of mothers 
on the estate wrote to newspapers, 
councillors and MPs. It was 
suggested we could use the building 
and equipment and run the group 
ourselves. Although many of us were 
busy we decided we would try to run it 
rather than see it closed.” 

During half term, the group had an 
official launch to let parents know the 
group was still running. It was also a 
chance to launch their new playgroup 
website where families can find out 


what events and activities are taking 
place. 

The two-day launch event was 
supported by Greenwich Council 
which provided publicity information 
as well as a face-painter and balloons. 
The parent and toddler group is 
now running from 12. 30-2. 30pm on 
Mondays, Tuesdays and Wednesdays 
offering crafts, puzzles, painting, toys 
and play equipment for under fives for 
just 50p a session per family. 

And the group is still being supported 
by Greenwich Council which is 
providing the building and access 
to the range of children’s services 
including the community dentist, 
speech and language therapist and 
early years librarian. 

The council is also funding the 
group’s membership to the Pre School 
Learning Alliance which provides 
policies, guidelines and insurance for 
the group. 

Cathryn added: “This is such a vital 
service. It helps the children improve 




their social skills and communication 
skills and improves their confidence. 
Some parents are stuck at home with 
three under fives and have nowhere 
else to go. The group gives them a 
chance to come out and chat to other 
parents and give each other support.” 
Mum-of-two Jacqui Ismay has been 
going to the playgroup for the last two 
years with her two daughters aged 
four and two. 

She said: “I was quite disappointed 
to hear the centre was set to close 
and really glad they managed to keep 
things going and I’ll be volunteering. 
“It’s a chance to sit and have a coffee 
with other mums and there’s plenty 
for the kids to do. Most other groups 
are closed during the long six week 
holiday and it’s good that this one is 
open in the holidays.”

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 

longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including people 
moving due to demolition and those underoccupying 
their homes. 

B is for applicants the council must prioritise according to 
the law, particularly homeless people, and others with an 
urgent need to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B.

IT was a narrative so 
crushingly funny that 
the first thing I did on 
arriving home was to 
look up the 1998 TV 
dramatisation of the play of the 
same name. 

You see, such was the impeccable 
timing and delivery of the 
Alexandra Players’ interpretation 
of Neville’s Island that I simply 
couldn’t believe it could be 
bettered. 

And it couldn’t. The am-drams 
from Charlton smashed it out of 
the park. Into the lake on which 
Neville’s eponymous isle teetered, 
possibly. Clunes and Spall? 

Cannon and Ball compared to this 
lot. 

I’m ashamed to say the only 
reference I had gone equipped with 
was a vague snobbery directed 
at no amateur dramatic group in 
particular. 

It’s through ignorance really. I 
don’t get out much. 

The pretext of Tim Firth’s black 
comedy is formed by four middle 
aged, middle management blokes 
from a nondescript company 
who embark on an out-of-bounds 
weekend to build teamwork skills 
and bond with one another. Suffice 
to say they do neither and end 
up at each other’s throats after 
sinking their dinghy and becoming 
stranded on a northern rock. 
Firth’s characterisations are so 
thorough that there are but a few 
subtleties dividing three of the 
four protagonist for the first half, 
(the lighter half) of the play. The 
fourth- Gordon - makes Simon 
Cowell look like Mother Teresa. 
Director Antonia Mochan’s casting 


was flawless. 

Lead man Roy Moore’s doddering 
Neville was solid and paternal, 
seeming not the assertive leader 
until he nailed his colours to the 
mast later in dealing with the 
mental ills of Keith Hartley’s 
troubled Roy. 

Nik Renouf was the greenest of 
the cast having only a few months 
acting experience compared to the 
decades amassed by his peers. 

As the acerbic Gordon he was 
excellent, only letting the hint of a 
nerve or two show in a rushed line 
in the first act. 

Renouf left nothing to redeem the 
character, which was unusual 
- there is normally a chink of 
humanity in even the most hateful 
beasts. He attacked an eruption 
of furious anger with glee, and 
underpinned the portrayal with a 
tangible insecurity. 

The bitchy interplay between he 
and Mark Higgins’ Angus had a 
real edge to it. Were they acting, or 
do they not get on in real life? It all 
just seemed that bit too real. . . 
Indeed, a more perfect Angus 
was hard to imagine. By turns 
irritating and, well, just irritating 
actually, Higgins’ immersion in 
this useful victim was total. It 
was he who got the most laughs, 
employing a raised eyebrow and a 
knowing eye-roll on top of Firth’s 
well-crafted lines to great effect. 

He is a fine physical comedian, 
on this occasion blessed with a 
generous canon of ammunition, 
but he would surely grace any fall 
guy role. 

It was Keith Hartley as the fragile 
Roy who shone the brightest. A 
real crazy diamond. A lightness of 





touch in the voice and in the eyes. 
And, he stomped around the stage 
dressed only in underpants like 
some modern day Yeti. 

Hartley is a real method actor, or 
possibly just an exhibitionist - 
why else would he strip down to 
his smalls in front of a room full 
of people for a scene where only 
the top of his torso was shown? 
Here his monologues from atop 
the set’s excellent tree were sad 
and engaging, his quest for the 
mythical Gyrfalcon seemingly 
as fruitless as his suppression of 
mental illness. 

Only Neville could coax him down, 
gently taking a terrifying cutlass 
from the grasp of a man on a knife- 
edge. Moore’s sensitive portrayal 
suddenly became pivotal. 

My only gripe with the play was 
the short acts punctuated with 
superfluous applause, which was 
slightly irritating. They broke 
the illusion and prevented full 
immersion in the narrative. 

But it didn’t stop us relating to the 
characters. We’ve all been there - 
the numbing banality of punching 
that time clock day after day is 
enough to make anyone want to 
scamper up a tree with only a pair 
of Y-fronts for company. Team 
building weekend, anyone? I’ll 
take the pants and you can take 
the tree.

New release 


Beeb calling 
for SE2 rapper 



GENRE-BENDING 
mash-ups are the order 
of the day on Britain’s 
current music scene. 
Artists are collaborating with 
one another, regardless of 
the pigeon holes they were 
supposed to inhabit - be they 
hip-hop, grime, rock, indie or 
any other sub-division. 

The evolution of the industry 
has left the boundaries between 
music genres more blurred 
than ever before. The animosity 
between factions has cooled off. 
Even rappers have grown up 
in the past decade, taking in 
the introspection of Mos Def, 
the vast, experimental ego 
of Kanye West and the poetic 
entrepreneurship of Jay-Z. 
Perhaps the last in the list is the 
most relevant to today’s scene. 
Artists are more savvy than 
ever, more accepting of music 
that may be outside of their 
comfort zones. While Michael 
Jackson might have started it 
all with a shrewd 
Eddie Van Halen guitar solo 
to get played on MTV, and 
Aerosmith’s crass collaboration 
with Run DMC will forever be 
played at sixth form discos, 
those were perhaps more 
cynical than the genuine 
evolution of pop music we see 
today. 

Brainlokk is the rapper from 
Abbey Wood whose previous 
album, Back to the Boom Bap 
was an homage to oldskool 
Hip-Hop. Before then he was 
deep in the UK grime scene. 
Now the 25-year-old is back 
with his most expansive offering 
to date, a single that fuses 
House, Garage and UK Hip-Hop. 
It’s called Inside, and was 
released on iTunes last week. 
Brainlokk - aka Daniel Blake 
- told Scene: “It’s got a more 
commercial undertone to it than 
anything I’ve done before. It’s 
the balance I want to get, to get 
on to playlists and take it to the 
next level. 

“As you get older your tastes 
vary more. I started on Grime 
before I did Hip-Hop, but as I 
got older I wanted to do slower 
lyrics, and now I’ve gone to 
university I’ve done loads of live 
band shows and have become 


more experimental. I don’t see 
it as being a sell-out - in any 
genre there’s room for growth.” 
The single has a bigger hook 
than Robson Green’s Fishing 
Show, but retains the cerebral 
quality that marked his earlier 
work. 

“The concept behind the lyrics 
is facades that people take on 
in life,” he added. “People hide 
behind masks, living facades 
in their day-to-day lives. It’s 
showing the contrast of when 
you are yourself without the 
mask, and when you’re acting 
up with the mask on.” 

The internet has made the 
world a much smaller place - 
it’s easier now to collaborate 
with anyone anywhere in the 
world, admits Blake. 

“The hook was sent to me by 
Rapid, who produces Tinchy 
Stryder, and I thought it 
sounded really powerful. He 
thought it would be the perfect 
track to suit my perspective 
when I rhyme. 

“I was looking to do a single, 
and Rapid’s a legendary 
producer whose done Kano, 
Wiley - the list goes on - so this 
is the first thing we’ve worked 
on together.” 

It’s the production that lifts 
this above Brainlokk’s previous 
work, the lackadaisical delivery 
is still here but it’s that bit more 
polished. 

And it’s an original foray 
into territory not explored by 
anyone else. Silky backing 
vocals from singer Hannah Kae 
are augmented by the rolling 
rhymes of Blake. The appeal 
will be wider on this than any 
of his previous work, and his 
delivery has found favour with 
programmers at the Beeb. 

“It’s definitely got wider appeal, 
it’s a song that seems like 
will get me radio play,” the 
grounded rapper said. “The 
BBC are liking it right now, 
other station are liking it too, it’s 
definitely a step up. I’ve started 
doing some voiceover work for 
BBC Radio as well.”
